We have had 
Father McGlynn summoned to Rome 
and going to Rome a number of times, 
and he has been condemned and ex- 
communicated, and forgiven and 
blessed alternately by the alert cable 
correspondents, without much partici- 
pation on the part of the Pope or the 
reverend father. It may be, however, 
that the ecclesiastical cross-purposes 
have at last been brought to a head, 
and that we are really to see some posi- 
tive action from the Holy See.

ALL FOR A SUBSIDY. 


Canadian Pacific’s Offer for Carry- 
ing the English Mails. 

Cnicaco, July 5.—[By the Associated 
Press.] A special from Montreal, Canada, 
says: “The tender of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway for the English mail service on the 
Pacific is as follows: It has offered to con- 
tract for the ocean service at a speed of 
fifteen instead of eleven knots, and to build 
its boats under the admiralty’s supervision, 
so that they may be readily converted into 
armed cruisers, for a subsidy of £10,000 per 
annum. In addition to this it also offers to 
carry the China and Japan mails for 3500 
miles across the continent of America free 


making the route an imperial hi way. 
The subsidy is calculated on the price per 
mile which the British Government pays 
the Peninsular and Oriental Company for 
carrying the India and China mails via 
Suez, and by this estimate the amount of 
the subsidy for a fortnightly mail service 
each way, tween Vancouver and 
Hong Kong, would be £105,000 per annum. 
The other tender, that of the Morgan Com- 

ny, asks for the Pacific service alone, to

A Protection from Gophers. 
William H. Penniman writes as fol- 
lows to the Contra Costa Gazette con- 
cerning a method of protecting orchard 
trees from gophers: “‘As the gopher is 
tiie most serious pest with which we 
Dave to contend, I will describe my 
‘ways of keeping the animal in subjec- 
tion.

feet long by one foot wide. Now I re- 
move all the soil about the trees of the 
two outside rows to the depth of one 
foot,or where the roots branch out, and 
place the wire netting around the 
trees, fastening them at the top, middle 
and bottom by simply hooking in some 
of the points of the cut edges, and leav- 
ng the sharp, ragged cut edge on the 
bottom of the hole. I next place these 
so that the tree will occupy the middle 
of the ire cylinder, as far as 
sible resting the cylinder on the forked 
roots, and filling it in aud around with 
the dirt taken from the hole. ‘These 
wire cylinders being eight inches in 
diameter, will, of course, auswer only 
fur young trees. For large, old trees it 
is only necessary to increase the diam- 
eter, ping the length of cylinder 
one foot the same. ith this protec- 
tion around the trees I succeeded in 
putting a sudden stop to the depreda- 
tions of the sly-working little animal, 
for he could not gain entrance through 
the meshes, nor would he dare go near 
the bottom of the cylinder for fear of 
being caught on thesharp point. There 
has not been one tree girdled in the 
whole orchard since I began using the 
wire netting. In poisoning the gopher 
a piece of potato, with a small amount 
of strychnine placed upon it, put into 
his hole, is very effectual in keepin 

the animal thinned out in the unculti- 
vated ground surrounding the orchard. 


Summer Fallowing. 
{Petaluma Courier.] 

If there is one fact that the experi- 
ence of the past season shows to 
farmers above another, it is that sum- 
mer fallowing is the best policy. The 
plowing may not be satisfactory be- 
cause of the hard crust of the soil, but 
the outcome or results in harvest will 
show the wisdom of such a course. 
The in farms of Petaluma and 
Vallejo townships, summer fallowed 
the past year, will prove what we have 
asserted. It is generally supposed 
that deep plowing is necessary to pro- 
duce a crop. Possibly this may be so 
on light soils, but in Vallejo township, 
where the soil is adobe, mixed more or 
less with sand, and deep, merely 
scratching the surface will produce a 
crop of grain if sowed in due season; 

ibly not first-class, but still a crop. 
he writer recollects crossing that 
township for two years before it was 
generally touched by a plow, and at 
this season of the year the heads of 
the wild oats, standing above the 
ground, almost as thick as the hair 
on a dog’s back, would lap over the 
pummel of his saddle while riding 
through the valley and over the hills 
between Sonomaand Petaluma. From 
two to five tons of the best wild oats 
hay, without fencing, was common in 
‘Petaluma Valley in those early days: 
Besides thousands of Spanish cattle 
and horses, the country at that day was 
full of elk, antelope and deer, all of 
which were dependent upon the natural 
vrusses and of the country. 
But, notwithstanding all the above and 
tue thousands of imported horses aud 
cattle, the 1 us u grazing county 
kept up its prestige as a cow county. 
It is also a fact that if any tractof land 
within the boundaries named is not 
cultivated for two or three years it will 
return to and become a wild oat pro- 
ducing region, as in furmer days. It 
is also a fact that wild oats wi.l drive 
out and outgrow every other grass 
product, except wild mustard. The 
wild mustard tree of the Bible, with its 
birds comfortably settled its 
branches, is not overdrawn. 


Seed Corn. 

Corn that would grow used formerly 
to be considere®. all that was necessary 
in selecting seed. To ascertain this 
fact specimens were brought in the 
house and tested by planting in a box 
of earth kept near a warm fire. This is 
u much less severe test than planting 
iu the open ground. Samples that 
would grow all right in the house failed 
when planted in the field. Not only 
this, but the higher vitality of the best 
seed insured more rapid and vigorous 

rowth and darker color of the leaves. 
eeping seed corn in a warm, dry place 
insures this. All the moisture that can 
be dried out of seed corn has, after 
planting, to be absorbed from the soil 
with which it is in contact. This 
makes the soil dryer and invites the ad- 
mission of warm air from the surface. 
This may explain why many farmers 
have found no benefit or positive injury 
from soaking seed corn, and have aban- 
doned the practice, though not able to 
tage. Corn ground should, at planting- 
time, be in fine tilth. if this is the 
act, 
germinate the seed, however dry it 
may be when planted.

Some animals are naturally manure- 
makers. They give 25 per cent. less 
milk than cows at their sides having 
exactly the same food and care. An 
instance is g'ven of two heifers from 
the same cow, but by different bulls, 
which were tested for butter at the 
same age, the same season of the year, 
and fed upon much the same feed. 
One exceeded the other by over 100 per 
cent. Could anything make clearer the 
oe which breeders and dairymen 
ave been urging for years? It is an 
accident when good dairy animals 
come from parents with poor dairy 
reputations. It is 1 2 an accident 
when parents of good dairy reputations 
fail to produce good dairy offspring.

Some Hints as to Butter-Making. 
Ben: Perley Poore.] 

Now that the farmers have made 
Congress put a brand upon oleomar- 
garine, they should see that their wives 
take great pains with the butter they 

e dairy su e bogus imita- 
tion of it. Many things affect the 
pag sd of dairy butter, beginning with 
the food given the cow produc it, 

d whether the hands of the milker 
are clean and free from all taint. It is 
also affected by the regularity of the 
stroke in churning; for if the stroke be 


paler and softer, and not so rich as if 
the churning had been done more 
slowly and regularly. Churning after 


the butter is separated from the milk | good 


or cream, though it made add a little 
to the weight, has a bad effect on the 
color and texture of butter. : 

Much also depends on the temperature 
of the milk or cream at the commence- 
ment and during the whole process of 
churning; much upon whether the 
buttermilk is properly expressed, and 
the kind and quantity of salt used, and 
whether it is properly mixed with the 
butter, that is; thoroughly and equally. 
Much also depends on the degree of 
sweetness in which the dairy utensils are 
kept. I do not mean cleanliness alone, 
for they can be clean without being 
sweet, although they cannot be sweet 
without being clean. The state of the 
atmosphere, and the party or impurity 
of the air wth which the milk and 
eream comes in contact, also affect the 
quality of butter. The quality is also 
affected by the portion of milk or cream 
from which it is extracted, whether 
from the last portion of milk drawn 
from the cow, and whether from cream 
that has risen in the first six, eight or 
oe ae or from that of a longer 
period. 

Much has been said and written 
against touching butter with the hand 
while preparing it for use, as the heat 
of the hand injures the butter, etc. 
Now, I do not pretend to be sage 
enough to enter into the philosophy of 
this controverted point, but I willstate 
what I know, viz.: I know that it is 
the general practice in Ayrsbire (a 
county in Scotland mucb famed for the 
good quality of its butter and cheese) 
to clap the butter with the hand, in 
order to express the buttermilk, and to 
mix the salt thoroughly through it with 
the hand; to take it out of the churn 
with the hand, and to pack it into pots 
or firkins with the hand. 

I have seen different plans of work- 
iug butter, beside the hand, such as 
wooden clappers, wooden pressers, of 
different shapes and powers, and also 
cloths for absorbing the buttermilk; 
yet I consider the bare hand to be su- 

rior on the whole, especially if the 

utter is to be kept for winter use, be- 
cause the use of the hand is the most 
certain way of getting out all of the 
buttermilk. Many people who disa 
prove of working butter with the han 
are in favor of washing it with water, 
but in my opinion it will be more in- 
jured by ey latter than by the former

There's nothing mean about me, and 
if I had the handling of those offerings 
of the nation’shen, I’d be satisfied with 
a profit of 2 cents on a dozen.
